A T h re a d a H u n d re d Y ard« Lo n g an d 
O n ly an O u n ce In W eigh t. 
When It leaves the cob b ing sheds as­ 
b estos Is sent to the spinning mills In 
b ags containing ub out 100 pound*. 
It 
is theu first carded b y a machine 
somewhat resemb ling the saw tooth 
gin seen In cotton mills. Tills machine 
separates the tangled fib ers, upon the 
completion of which operation there oc­ 
curs a final carding on a regular card­ 
ing muehine. Leaving this carding ma­ 
chine the usb estos Is comb ed smoothly 
and the fib ers are laid parullel in a uni­ 
form mass. 
The next step Is to treat this mass 
In a rotary spinning machine. 
First 
the mass la spun Into a coarse yarn. 
Then it Is'drawn and spun until It b e­ 
comes fine and quite stroug. In case a 
hard, strong thread Is required for cer­ 
tain fab ric* the asb estos yam Is placed 
In a doub ling and twisting machine, 
where two or more of the yarn threads 
are comb ined. 
If the asb estos is to b e 
Impregnated with rub b er a Binooth. 
hard finished thread is not desirab le. 
For a long time the prob lem of spin­ 
ning asb estos presented many dlffl 
cultles b y reason of the manner In 
which the threads persisted In slipping 
past one another. 
Eventually It was 
found that, under the microscope, a 
thread of asb estos displayed a notched 
surface and that b y means of special 
twisting the spinning could b e success 
fully accomplished. The result Is that, 
alter many year* of experiment, manu­ 
facturers nowaday* are ab le to turn 
out a single aab estos thread 100 yards 
In length and not exceeding an ounce

REMEMBERS BRAINERD 


SPINNING ASBESTOS. 


A Thread a H undred Y a rd * Long and 
O nly an Ounce In W eight. 
When it lenves the cobbing sheds as­ 
bestos is sent to th© spinning mills In 
bags containing about IOO pounds. 
It 
Is then first carded by a machine 
somewhat resembling the saw tooth 
gin seen in cotton mills. Tills machine 
separates the tangled fibers, upon the 
completion of which operation there oc­ 
curs a final carding on a regular card­ 
ing machine. 
Leaving this carding ma­ 
chine the asbestos is combed smoothly 
and the fibers are laid parallel in a uni­ 
form mass. 
The next step is to treat this mass 
in a rotary spinning machine. 
First, 
the mass is spun into a coarse yarn. 
Then it is '‘draw n and spun until it be­ 
comes fine and quite strong. 
In case a 
hard, strong thread is required for cer­ 
tain fabrics the asbestos yarn is placed 
In a doubling aud twisting machine, 
where two or more of the yarn threads 
are combined. 
If the asbestos Is to be 
impregnated with rubber a smooth, 
hard finished thread is not desirable. 
For a long time the problem of spin­ 
ning asbestos presented many diffi­ 
culties by reason of the manner In 
which the threads persisted In slipping 
past one another. 
Eventually it was 
found that, under the microscope, a 
thread of asbestos displayed a notched 
surface and that by means of special 
twisting the spinning could be success­ 
fully accomplished. The result Is that, 
after many years of experiment, manu­ 
facturers nowadays are able to turn 
out a single asbestos thread IOO yards 
in length and not exceeding un ounce 
In w eight—Exchange.

ed with success, attaining the top of 
the highest mountain peak in North 
America. 
After his success Dr. Stuck sent a 
message to the outside world telling 
of his experiences. 
Harry I*. Kars 
tens, It. G. Tatum and Walter Harper 
accompanied Dr. Stuck on his success­ 
ful ascent. 
A mercurial barometer was carried to 
the summit, and readings and observa­ 
tions were made which should per­ 
mit a closer approximation of the true 
altitude. 
Water boiled at 174.9 de­ 
grees on the summit of tho mountain. 
With fleldglasses the oarty saw clear­ 
ly the flagpole erected in 1910 by the 
Thomas Lloyd exjHHlltion.

After completing their observations 
Dr. Stuck and his party hoisted an 
American flag and erected a six foot 
cross on the highest point in North 
America.

The Savior Is also able, who being 
rich, for our sak cs became poor, tha t 
through Ills poverty we might become 
rich in the truest sense. 
Some of 
God’s faithful in the past were very 
rich—Abraham , for instance. 
Never- 
tlieless, during this Gospel Age, not 
m any great, rich or learned have been 
called to the blessing now offered. 
Its 
recipients have lieen chiefly the poor 
of this world, rich in faith. 
The M aster evidently Included riches 
of wealth, honor, educi tion, etc., in Ills 
statem ent. 
lie implies that all now 
possessing any of these blessings will 
tie more or less hindered from obtain­ 
ing God’s highest blessing, and more 
or less subject to wees. 
We are not to 
suppose that H e m eant tha t a t death 
the rich would be throw n Into ever­ 
lasting torture. 
These woes appertain 
to the present life. 
At the close of the 
Jew ish Age, this class experienced se­ 
vere trials; and our Lord intim ates 
that at the close of this Ago the sam e 
class will have sim ilar experiences. 
Wrath to the Uttermo st Upo n Jews. 
W rath cam e upon the Jew ish people 
to the utterm ost, in the End of their 
Age. 
(1 Thessalonlans 2:10.) 
Those 
woes did not belong to a future life. 
T hat tribulations come to aTl in the 
present life is undebatable. 
But the 
most terrible foreliodings are associat­ 
ed w ith Im aginary woes of the future 
life—quite contrary to Scripture. 
We 
an* glad to set aside this nightm are of 
the Dark Ages. 
The J vw h . whom our Lord addressed, 
did not realize tha t they were living in 
the End of tlielr Age, and that a grant 
settlem ent was about to come.

larly, we are living in the End of this 
Gospel Age. and a settlem ent is now 
duo. 
Jesus foretold the crisis of the 
Jew ish nation. 
His message gathered

over to itself. The Divine H and which 
had guided them loosed Its hold; and 
human 
passions 
accomplished 
their 
overthrow in anarchy, which caused 
their downfall, A. I>. 70. 
So we understand that the End of 
this Age has come, and God is gather­ 
ing Ills Elect. 
As soon as this Is ac­ 
complished, God will perm it m ank ind 
to wriH-k their present civilization. 
As 
the rieli of Jesus’ day suffered most 
k eenly, so the rich will suffer most in 
ifie coming tim e of trouble. 
Co mpensatio n« In Natur« . 
The Pastor then showed tha t both 
rich and poor b a re com pensations. The 
rich have trials and perplexities that 
the iioor k now not of. 
They also have 
many more tem ptations to mak e them 
loss lik ely to sm*k the priceless things 
of God's Kingdom. 
But we are not to 
uialeratnnd that God is partial to the 
poor. 
Ho Is choosing a special class, 
and the conditions surrounding tin* rich 
and great m ak e them less susceptible 
to His message and to the cultivation 
of humility. 
Tin* experiences of tin* 
l» oor are most favorable, apparently, to 
the cultivation of meek ness, gentleness, 
patience ami love—qualities God estl 
m ates greatly. 
Some |x» or, however, instead of be­ 
ing draw n to God by poverty, cultivate 
a spirit of hatred, malice uml strife. 
Such turn aw ay from Him. 
T he class described by Jesus as "ye 
poor” are those hungering and thirst­ 
ing ufter righteousness, who have Is* 
come God's children. 
These may In* 
rich or poor in the things of this world: 
but all that they huve is consecrated 
to God, in order that they may become 
joint-hetrs with Christ. 
Thenceforth,

All that

theless, during this Gospel Age, not 
m any great, rich or learned have boon 
called to the blessing now offered. 
Its 
recipients have Ihmmi chiefly the poor 
of this world, rich in faith. 
The M aster evidently included riches 
of wealth, honor, educi tlon, etc., In Ills 
statem ent. 
Ile implies th a t all now 
possessing uny of these blessings will 
Is? more or less hindered from obtain­ 
ing God’s highest blessing, and more 
or less subject to woes. 
We are not to 
suppose that Ile m eant th a t at death 
tis? rich would bo throw n Into ever­ 
lasting torture. 
These woes appertain 
to the present life.
